From “Trauslations of Oriental Literslure.” 
Abgarm is a name familiar to us from his connection 
with the history of our Saviour. 
The circumstance of 
his sending letters to Jesus Christ, and his subsequent 
conversion, are thus related by Prince HubboiT:— 
“ The deputies of Abgar, having both heard of the 
miracles performed by Cfirist, and themselves been eye­ 
witness of them m Jerusalem, came and gave informa­ 
tion thereof to Abgar. 
When he heard of these mira­ 
cles, his heart was strongly impressed with the convic­ 
tion that Jesus must be the true Son of God. 
A t that 
time he labored under a severe disease, which had afflic­ 
ted him during seven years, and no one could heal it.— 
But he wailed in faith and hope for a cure from Christ ; 
and not being able to go himself, he sent Anane in his 
stead, a.s ambassador to the Savour, with a letter to the 
following purport ;—* Abgar, son of Arsham, and king 
of Armenia wishes health to the bénéficient Saviour 
Jesus, who has appeared in the country of Judea. 
I 
have heard of thee, and the cures wrought by thy hand ; 
for it is said that thou restoresl sight to the blind, causest 
the lame to walk, cleanses those afflicted with leprosy, 
easiest out unclean spirits ; and, howevei long continued 
the disease under which a person may 
have 
la­ 
bored, thou healest it, and also ruisest the dead to life. 
When I had heard ail these things concerning thee, I 
concluded either that thou wert God himself come down 
from heaven, or else the Son of God. 
Therefore I 
have now written unto thee, beseeching thee to come 
and heal the disease by which I am afflicled. 
I have 
also heard that the Jews are rising against thee, and 
seeking to kill thee ; but there is a small beautiful town 
here, which will suffice for us both,’ &c. 
He sent 
gifts by the hand of his ambassadors to the Lord in the 
temple, and ordered a painter by the name of Ivaness 
to accompany them. 
Perhaps this Ivaness was in 
reality Anane himself ; for it is said he also was a pain­ 
ter. 
Abgar instructed these persons, that if the Sa­ 
viour would not vouchsafe to visit him, they should at 
least take his likeness, in order that they might place it 
before him to heal him of his disease. 
The messengers 
arrived in Judea on the day of Christ’s triumphant en­ 
try into Jerusalem. 
Their desire to see Jesus is men­ 
tioned by the holy Evangelist John, chap. xii. v. 20:— 
‘There were certain Greeks among them that came up 
to worship at the feast. 
The same came therefore to 
Philip which was of Bethsaida of Galilee, and desired 
him, saying, ‘Sir, we would see Jesus.’ 
Philip cometh 
and telleth Andrew, and again Andrew and Philip told 
Jesus. 
And Jesus an.Hwered them, saying,‘The hour 
is come that the Sou of Man should be glorified.’ ” 
Truly the hour was come lor praising the most glori­ 
ous Son of (iod. 
That hour of universal joy was at 
hand, in which he would redeem the most holy bride 
by his blood, and attach himself, by his sufferings on 
the cross, to the holy virgin church. 
He longed for 
this time with inexpressible ardor, in which he intend­ 
ed to display his infinite love to mankind by the exten­ 
sion of his world-creating hands upon the cross. 
Jesus 
Christ ordered the apostle Thomas to write an answer 
to Abgar, to the following effect—‘Blessedare they who 
have not seen, and vet have believed. 
'Fhose who see 
me will not believe'in me ; but many of those who do 
not see me shall believe and live. 
You wish that I 
should go to you—but it behoves me to perfomi in this 
place all those ihings for the sake of which I have been 
sent to Jerusalem. 
When 1 liave finished them, then 1 
shall ascend to him that sent me. 
After my ascension, 
I shall send thee one of my disciples, who will heal thy 
disease, and bestow eternal life upon thee and those 
that are with thee.’ 
The painter aforementioned made 
many attempts, but without effect, to draw a correct 
likeness of our Saviour. 
But Jesus being willing to sat­ 
isfy the desire of Abgar and of the painter, took u clean 
handkerchief, and applied it to his divine countenance. 
In that same hour, by a miraculous power, his features 
and likeness were represented on the handkerchief.— 
Hedren says, that ‘He affixed his seal to the corner of 
it in seven letters, representing these words, ‘A miracle

Jiobbery o f the P erth Anihoy B a n k an d at rest oj 
the Robber.— .Xboai 4 o ’clock on Monday morning, the 
Cashier o f the Bank was a\^ oke by the barking o f a 
irnall dog on the premises, and suspecting that som e­ 
thing might be amiss, he immediately arose, 
went 
down stairs, and found that the window o f tlk« Bank 
had been forced open, and on further examination dis­ 
covered that the Bank had been robbed. 
An alarm 
\v is iiiimediately given, and several young men froin 
I I i town, accompanied by Doctor A ndrew s, set off in 
pursuit of the roblier, whose tracks indicated that he 
, id tiken the road to W oodbridge. 
T he horse which 
the roliber rode was shod in a r illier unusual manner, 
and this enabled the pursuers to trace liim with greater 
facility. 
I'Vom Woodbridge he was traced to 
llath- 
way, I’.lizabcth-town, and to N ew ark, where he had 
stopped at the hotel, hastily baited his horse, and con­ 
tinued his course. 
Here his pursuers found in a back 
building, a package containing ^19 in counterfeit bills, 
wliicli were part o f those stolen that morning from the 
Bank, and wliich the robber probably threw aw ay, on 
discovering they were of no value. 
A s hi.s pursuers hai 
now no donht that they w ere on the riglit track, they 
made particular enquiries as to the robber’s person, 
and from the description they got o f him, they sus­ 
pected he was a man named Jefferson llod d y, a native 
of Babylon, I.. 1., a;id lately o f Railway, N. J. In order 
to ascertain if their suspicions were correct. Doctor An­ 
drews immediately returned to R ahw ay, whilst the re­ 
mainder o f the party pursued the robber. 
At Itahway 
Doctor Andrew.s learned enough to confirm him in the 
suspicion that lloddy was the robber— and having as­ 
certained where he was likely to Ire found in N ew 
York, he liastened on here, where he found the other 
gentlemen who came in pursuit o f the robber, whom 
tliey yesterday traced to the W ashington Lunch, and 
then obtained the assistance o f Mr Sparks to take him 
into custody. 
On searching him, there was found another parcel of 
counterfeit bills amounting to ^ 2 5 , which were also 
som e o f those stolen from the Bank on iMonday m orn­ 
ing—it does not as yet appear that he took a genuine 
bill out o f o f the bank, or any thing that could have 
been of the slightest value to him, even had he suc­ 
ceeded in getting off— H e was committed. 
A few hours after the prisoner was arrested, a police 
officer entered the room where he was confined, and 
found ilim lying on the ground, in a state of insensibili­ 
ty, and his face covered with blood. 
Beside him was 
a worsted comforter, with «'.Vich it appeared he had 
attempted to hang himself from the bar o f the window 
— but the comforter not being strong enough to bear 
his weight, 
it 
broke in two. 
A s this, how ever, 
could not account for the several severe wounds which 
were on his head and face, it is supposed that when he 
found that he could not hang him self, he knocked his 
head against the wall, with the intention o f killing him­ 
self. 
T hese, however, are but suppositions, as it has 
not been ascertained 
in what way he inflicted the 
wounds and bruises on his head. 
In the course o f the 
afteruoon, he was so fur recovered as to be put in acar- 
riageand conveyed to the steamboat.on his way to Am­ 
boy, In the custody of Mr Sparks.— JSf. Y. J o u rn a l o f 
Com m erce.
